REPORT OF THE POLICE CHIEF 


I hereby submit my report for the year 1968. 


This year we were called to the scene of 24 accidents. Many 
of these were serious involving critical injuries. 


This year your officers were called for 1 heart attack, 1 
drowning, 3 cases where the resusitator was needed, 5 times when 
patients needed to be taken to the hospital, and to the scenes 
of two deaths to await the arrival of ambulance and coroner. Be- 
sides this six emergeney messages were delivered to people with- 
out phones. © 


We are glad to report that the 6 times we were called on 
eases of the disturbance of the peace was a drop of 75% from 
last year. 


There were 25 breaks which were checked by the local police 
with the assistance of the sheriff’s department. 


One stolen car was recovered. 


Delinquent dog taxes were collected and eight stray dogs 
picked up. 


A police officer stood duty at all public functions held in the 
town. During the summer the Town Beach area was checked 
each day. 


During heavy traffic periods caused by the race track traf- 
fic an officer stood duty at Four Corners. 


On school days there was police protection for your children 
at. Four Corners. 


The Department has cooperated with the Civilian Defense 
Program and with the Town Health Officer. 


Hight times during the year we participated in all unit alerts 
on police radio stand-by to patrol highways. 


This year due to the frequency of breaks both in our town 
and the surrounding towns both the main roads and back roads 
were patrolled nightly. It is our belief that this patrolling held 
our breaks to last year’s level rather than showing an increase 
as it did in many communities.

I hereby submit my report for year ending Dec. 31, 1968. 


We have had a busy year of actions, and meetings. In con- 
nection with increased readiness at federal, state, and local level 
some local department heads have been briefed. We have had 
one town alert this year, which helped to step up our Ist Aid 
unit. We were also involved in the Elott Community Hospital 
and civil defense disaster test, Saturday, Sept. 28, 1968. 7 a.m. 
a simulated gas explosion on Island St. in Keene. Call came in 
17 casualties were involved, and mutual aid, Keene fire dept., 
ambulance services, police, Red Cross, Ist Aiders, civil defense 
coodinator, and all news media. 


Some members of our Richmond unit were ready to go, but 
were not needed at this time. 


By the time of the next test (county) Richmond will be on 
the call list. I hope you will be ready. 


The up dating of the control center is moving along, but we 
need more help in units. We are just a small link in a very 
long chain, and that chain is no stronger than it’s weakest link. 


Are you that weakest link? The possibility of a nuclear 
holocaust is a terrifying reality, one which effects every Ameri- 


can. Our survival may depend upon our degree of readiness in 
an atomic attack. 


The painting of the outside of the control center has been 
completed. 


We thank all who may have helped in any way. For our 
transactions, please refer to selectmen’s report, for civil defense.

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HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 


Our community was not spared the outbreak of the usual 
common communicable diseases among our children and several 
adults this past year. It is very important that such illness be 
reported to your local representative. My information on this 
point has been gathered by asking’ questions, calling school 
nurses, and making a general nuisance of myself among the 
neighbors. This should not be the case. The last out-hreak of 
severe illness was of epidemic proportions and when my report 
went into the Concord office, they immediately wanted to set up 
a vacine clinic in the area as thirteen cases of Rubella in ten days 
was alarming. Rubella is a form of German Measles and is ser- 
ious enough to cause deafness and defective bodies. Within-a 
few days no new cases were found and the clinic plan. was set 
aside. 


Continued efforts are still going on regarding water pollu- 
tion: When my efforts fail as has been the case several times, the 
new formed water commission operating in our state follows thru. 
This condition covers many areas of carelessness by local folks 
who live near a stream or campers who dispose of sewage, garbage 
or any substance harmful to human, animal, fish or aquatic life. 
This carelessness still exists very openly in our town and_is being 
watched and checked. Several verbal notices have been given 
with no improvement made by the property owner. A registered 
letter will follow and in every case so far the offender. has cor- 
rected the condition. 


Another problem that comes under the Nuisance Ordinance 
and has been brought to my attention on several occasions is the 
breeding of horse flies, especially so in areas where there are other 
homes close to the problem area. The breeding and odor from 
horse manure can be eliminated if proper steps are taken. They 
are very simple. Manure is not to be placed along side of a 
building. It is to be piled in an open place and not left longer 
than seven days, after which time it is to be scattered onto a 
plowed area to dry out. Never scatter it on a grassy field. This 
increases the breeding of flies and odor. Above all, don’t take it 
to the dump. This was tried and caused a considerable up-set to

our neighboring officials. Back roads and woodlands are also 
covered by state laws that make it unlawful to dump manure. 


The storage of old cars, home appliances and such on prop- 
erty where it is unsightly and dangerous to children continues 
to be a problem. This is a condition that definitely has to be 
‘corrected, not only by your local representative but by state in- 
spectors who find it necessary to inform me of any existing 
conditions. | 


There have been approvals signed for septic tank~install- 
ments and necessary inspection made to see that proper location 
-and drainage was in accordance with our laws. 


My pledge is to faithfully and impartially perform the 
duties set up by the laws of the state; not to inconvenience or 
make hardships for anyone.

Report of Forest Fire Warden & District Chief 


People cause fires. Our records show that the number of fires in- 
crease in an area as the population increases and our state is growing 
tremendously. This means that we all must be aware of fire causes and 
do our best to prevent their occurrence. 


When we are very young the lighted matches is an adventure, 
burnt fingers and a dropped match is another fire. A little older we 
like to have a woodland cookout, or go out by ourselves for a smoke 
but fire and forests get together for another statistic. We adults like 
to clean up in the spring, burn the old debris and the dead grass, re- 
sult — escaped fires and much personal expense. 


With new homes and summer cottages located in woodlands and 
with abandoned fields and forests crowding the back yard of our vil- 
lages’ streets, it is necessary that everyone be aware all through the 
fire season, which comes with the disappearance of the snow, of the 
need to be careful with outdoor fires and fire sources. 


The following action will help: 
1. To teach our children the danger of lighted matches. 


2. To NEVER discard lighted smoking material from a car or 
while walking through fields or woods. 


3. To safely dispose of rubbish preferably at the town dump. If 
you must burn— 

a. You need a written permit from the town fire warden for 
ALL debris burning except when the ground is covered 
with snow. Cooking fires in outdoor fireplaces or in char- 
coal brasiers in your own back yard is permitted on 
notification of the warden. 

b. The warden is forbidden by regulation to allow burning of 
household rubbish on GRASS by householders between 
9:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M. 

c. Have equipment on hand to control the fire BEFORE you 
light the match. 


4. Promptly report any fire out of control to your fire wadren 
or fire department. 


Help to keep our town out of the fire occurrence column and save 
your tax dollars for useful purposes.
